Last  night  at  about  i;i:30  I was'sitting  with  a friend  in  the 
Brandon  cemetery,  which  alxong  illt*  7*  Wo  wero  sitting  on  the 
highest  hill  of  the  cemetery  until  the  h\igs  drove  us  crazy.  We 
both  stood  up;  my  friend  was  looking  tlircctly  over  my  left 
shoulder,  and  I over  hers.  At  that  time  I loo’'ed  into  the  sky 
anfl  su\4  a very  strange  object.  I told  her  to  turn  around, 
vrithovt  telling  her  what  there  was  to  be  seen.  She  saw  the

sane  thing. 

I got  about  a 5-^0  socondloo':  at  it;  she  got  only  a 'T.eoting 
glinpGO  of  "t.  ’'ecause  tlie  fact  that  she  turned  around 
rather  sharply,  and  the  object  was  at  speed,  It  appear xl  to  her 
as  a slow  moving  stroa^'.  But  I was  able  to  follow  it  over 
alaost  over  the  whole  horizon.  It  appeared  to  me  as  tv;o  lights 
moving  slowly  across  the  s'  y at  about  a 1 5®  angle  to  the  earth. 

The  distance  between  the  lights  never  varied.  T’le  lirght  emitted 
was  a dull  glow,  pure  vrhite,  vrliich  also  never  varied.  The 
lights  apoca  'ed  to  be  either  saall  and  ve’^y  close,  or  very  large 
and  far  avja'r.

The  moon  \rxs  totally  obscured  ^ ridge  at  this  time.  The  visi’  ilit 
xxxxxx  vras  unlimited;  all  the  satrs  could  be  seen*  The  temperature 
at  this  time  v/as  50-65°F, 

At  first  I thought  it  might  have  been  a plane,  but  there  were  no 
noises  of  a r'^nning  or  stalling  engine (s).  Also  there  were  no 
running  lights,  only  the  tvro  huge  glows.  I listened  fo"’  the 
sound  of  a crash,  but  there  was  none.  It  \-ms  definitely  not 
a helicopter;  no  helicopter  I know  of  lias  'uch  a glide  ratio 
wd-thout  pmiFpnc  povrer.  There  w^is  complete  silence  in  the  air  as 
uell  as  in  the  cemetery.  It  also  could  not  have  been  a 
sateliteJ  its  position  in  the  sky  vreis  inconcievable  for  that* 

I have  been  trying  to  convince  myself  that  it  was  a very  large 
meteor,  but  there  mkbk  are  two  holes  in  this  line  of  thought: 

1 ) its  luminosity  i^ras  that  of  a dull  glow  rather  than  a bright 
light  ( there  vias  no  haze  or  fog  in  the  air),  and  2)  there  were 
two  glowing  things,  and  the  distance  between  then  did  not  vary. 

The  were  equal  in  luminous  intensity.  It  would  seem  to  me  t)iat 
tv/o  meteors  would  not  behave  in  such  a manner. 

Later  when  I retxirned  I notifsiiied  the  Brandon  police  to  arf'  then 
if  they  had  had  any  more  si^htinf^s  of  this  obiect,  and  to  ma^'e  a
